The room of the 
Bristol Library, a popular institution of the 
borough, is also located on the ground floor.

ion for it, out of Fcrnps of iron nnd 
brass, pieces of money, or rather tokens, 
which could bo used as n circulating medi- 
um. 
Tbe pieces consisted of 40 and 45 


cent iron tokens and brass §11 pieces. 
Tlie 


•10 emit pieces were about an inch In dium- 
oter, nnd the 4S rant pieces wero about tlio 
size of the present plher half dollar. 
Tho 


$1 piorrs wero oval in shape, about l'f 
Indies long, nn inch wide and n sixteenth 
of an inch In thickness. 
These pieces 


were Mumped with the figures slum-Ing 
their Tallin and readily passed current all 
over the country tributary to the mill. 


Nearly all of this old "mill" coin lias 


passed away, but William Hanson of tho 
Tncoma Mill company recently presented 
a set of these queer coins to the Ferry mu- 
seum.

Tbe coins, which arc still preserved, nro 


roughly made, jnst such as any blacksmith 
with ordinary tools might make, nnd as a 
matter of fact during the early years of tho 
mill company's existence they formed prac- 
tically tho local circulating medium of ex- 
change. 
When the Indians who were em- 


plo3-ed in tbe mill were paid for their labor, 
this coin sufficed, and all the trading they ' 
did was with the little store run in connec- 
tion with the mill. 
Tho iron und brass 


pieces wore, of eourso, passed among the 
Indians in trading with each other, and as 
anything in tho way of supplies was pur- 
chased by thorn at tho mill store the pieces 
were fully as good to them as if they had 
borne tho stump of the government.—Tu- 
corau Ledger.

How It May Ii« Got Into Condition After 


the l.cuv«!» Have Fttllrii. 


F. N. Oornrcl of Klixnbcth in oxporl- 


jiKiiitng with imlift rubbor plants hue dis- 
covered n inothoO of livening up bnro and 
iinlovuly specimens und cuusliiK them to 
produce now brunches, which ho enys is 
<mo of tho simplest of horticultural opera- 
tinn9. Unless nn inclia rubber plunt is 
luiro In places « single stemmed specimen, 
up to flvo or six feet, usually gives tho 
most satisfactory results. 
To produce 


liranchea in larger spedmens it is usually 
rifoiuim-nded to pinch out tho leading 
shoot. 
Th^s will cause branching, but tho 


imrpliint. -rno Dtftrar'wny'-ifl'IsrscWl'o MM 
iiinin nxis ^vhero new growths are wanted. 
Hy making an incision across the stem 
wltlni thick bladod knife through tho bark 
and iilightiy into tho hard wood a /low of 
Hup will ensue, » callous spot will soon 
furni, and from the edge of this a bud will 
usually bo found in a few weeks. 


This is simply nn example of the well 


k now a fact that buds may bo formed from 
nny part of n plant body, especially on tho 
fltomsnnd roots of hard wood plants. They 
nro more apt to occur near callosities, thu 
rnsult of injuries, or near tho axis of a 
lent, where food is naturally most ubun- 
dnnt. It will usually bo most satisfactory 
1i> score the India rubber plant above a 
leaf scar, and a large proportion of the cuts 
v 111 prove effective. The new buds progress 
most rapidly on tho part of tho stern best 
lighted, and tho growths aro made as rap- 
idly under ordinary house culture as in u 
yrconhoui'o. 


When it, is desired to shorten n rubbor 


plant, that portion of the stem where tho 
mots aro desired must bo wrapped about 
with Hpiifcmmi. 
By keeping the Hpagnum 


moist, roots are soon emitted, and tho up- 
JIIT phoot of tho plant may bo taken off 
mid planted. Kubbcr plants nro also prop- 
ii|«!ited In the greenhouse by using single 
lenvrg with a portion of tho stem, plung- 
ing them In sand nnd keeping nt u high 
temperature. A score kept dry will in- 
sure n hud, but if wrapped In a moist 
medium will produce roots. An easy way 
to shorten rubber plants in summer is to 
luink tho earth up tho stems and use tho 
luiw roots formed instead of tho old ones.

PEARL DIVERS OF CEYLON. 


Marco Polo Tells of Charmers Who Keep 


Away Sharks, 


When you leave the island of Seilun nnd 


Ball westward about 60 miles, you come to 
tho great province of Muabar, which is 
styled India tho Greater. It is the best of 
all the Indies nnd is on tho mainland. 


In this province there are five kings, 


who nro own brothers. 
Tho province li 


the finest and noblest in the world. 


At this ond of the province reigns one of 


those flve royal brothers, who Is a crowned 
king, und his name is Sender Band! Dnvnr. 
In this kingdom they find fine and groat 
pearls, and I will tell how they are got. 


The sou here forms a gulf between the 


Island of Seilan and tho mainland, and 
all round this gulf tho water hus a depth 
of no more than 10 or 13 fathoms and lu 
some places no inoro than two fathoms. 
The pearl Ushers take their vessels, great 
and smnll, and proceed into this gulf, 
where they stop from tho beginning of 
April till the middle "of May. They go 
flrst to a pluco ciillocl Bcttelar nnd then go 
00 miles Into tlw gulf. Here they cast an- 
chor and shift from their large vessels into 
small boats. The merchants divide Into 
various companies, and each of these must 
cngngo a number of men on wages, hiring 
them for April nnd half of May.

the produce they have first to pay the king, 
as his royalty, the tenth pnrt, nnd they 
must also pny those men who charm the 
great flshes, to prevent them from injur- 
ing the divers while engaged in seeking 
pearls underwater, one-twentieth part of 
all thut they may take. 


These fish charmers are termed abraia- 


mun, and their charm holds good for that 
duy only, for at night they dissolve the 
ohurma so that the fishes can work mis- 
chief tit their will. These abraiaman know 
also how to charm bear.ts and birds and 
every living thing. When the men have 
got into the small boats, they jump into 
the water and dive to the bottom, which 
may bc> at a depth of from 4 to 18 fathoms, 
and tl rre they remain as long as they aro 
able, und there they find tho shells that 
contain the pearls, and these they put into 
a net bag tied round the waist and mount 
up to the surface with them and then 
dive anew. When they can't hold their 
breath nny longer, they noine up again, 
and after a little down they go once more, 
and so they go on all day. These shells 
lire in shape like oysters or sea hoods, and 
in the.se shells are found pearls, great and 
small, of every kind, sticking in the flesh 
of the shellfish. 


In this manner pearls are fished in great 


quantities, for thence, in fact, come the 
pearls which are spread all over the world. 
And the king of that state hath a very 
great receipt and treasure from his dues 
upon those poarb.—"The True Story of 
Marco Polo," by Noab -Brooks, in St.

THE CEDARS OF LEBANON. 


LIVTNa ON LUNCHES. 


THIS IS SAID OF ONE-HALF THE POP- 


ULATION OF WASHINGTON. 


C«vi>ral Groups of tho Famous Tree! Am 


Still Standing. 


In St. Nicholas there is nn articles en- 


ttll<rt"Silk mid Cedurs," by Hurry Fonn, 
the artist, describing u visit to tho moun- 
tains of Lebanon. 
Mr. Fonn siiys: 


I'.very girl und boy of tho Christian 


woildlms heard and roud, over and over 
ugnln, of the "Cedars of Lebanon," but 
very few have any Idea of the locality and 
BUI roundlngK of the famous grove. It if a 
popular error, by the way, to suppose that 
the re are no other cedars remaining be- 
siil. H this group at the Lead of. the "Wady" 
(vullcy or canyon) Kadlsha. There are, to 
my knowledge, ten other groves, souiu 
numbering thousands of trees. This par- 
ticular group thiit we arc about to visit is 
called by tho Arabs by a name which 
wans, "Cedurs of tho Lord." They uuin- 
1)< r about 400 trees, among them a circle 
of gigimtio fellows thut are called by the 
nuiivcs "Tho Twelve Apostles," upon tho 
(strength of an old tradition that Jesus and 
liih (life-lidos having come to this spot and 
loft thoir Rtuvi!8 standing in tho ground, 
tin so «tnv<!« sj routed into codiir trees. 


Them Is every reason to suppose that in 


the time of King Solomon these scattered 
KI'I ives were part of nn enormous, unbroken 
f<inwt. extending tho entire length of the 
Li hanou rongo of mountains, about 100 
inilcH, running nearly parallel with the 
Wullterrunenn shore from a little below 
Jjiirut. 
Tho summits of the range aro 


Irutu IB to 20 miles from the coast. 


Tho Lebanon—that is, tho "White"— 


clous not derive Its name from glittering 
Hiiuwjii-uks, but from the white limestone 
cliffs of its summits. Tho first historical 
iin-ntionof the trees is in the Bible (II Sam- 
u< 1 v, 11), "And Hiram, king of Tyro, Bent 
messengers U> Duvld, and cedar trees, and 
carpenters, and masons, und they built 
Diivid an IIOHMJ." 


From that day to this the people have 


lieen almost as reckless and wasteful ol 
those noblo giants of the mountains us oui 
rnvn people are of these cedars' first oous 
ins, 
tho redwood trees of tho California 


CDiiKt range. As wo approach the grove, 
which stiinds upon the top of a smiill bill, 
tlm foliage is almost black against tho 
HIIOW covered crags of Dahrel-Kadlb, which 
Mars its highest peak over 10,000 feet 
uliovo tho sen. 
There in » Maronlto chupel in the grove, 


in patriarch claiming the solo right to the 
sacred trecaj und, luckily, tho superstition 
w Itli which the trees have been surrounded 
luis been their salvation. All the cedars of 
Lebanon would have been demolished foi 
i-idwood years ago wore not the people 
threatened with dlro calamity should tiny 
take u single stick. 


THE INDIA RUBBER PLANT. 


How It Mny IJ« Got Into Condition After 


tlio Lenvon 11 live Fallen. 


F. N. Gerard of Kli/ubeth in exporl- 


inontng with India rubber plants has dis- 
covered n method of livening up bare and 
unlovely specimens and causing thorn to 
produce new branches, which ho soys is 
nno of the simplest of horticultural opera- 
tions. Unless an India rubber plant is 
liare In plauoa n single stemmed specimen, 
up to five or six feet, usually gives tho 
most satisfactory results. 
To produce 


branches in larger specimens it is usually 
recommended to pli ch out tho leading 
shoot. This will cause branching, but tho 
iMTpIhnt. '1'no DtslcrorAv1ly"J8"B(f86WH5 Ull) 
main axis whore now growths are wanted. 
Hy making an incision across the stem 
wlthathiok blndod knife through the bark 
and slightly into tho hard wood a flow of 
Hap will ensue, a callous spot will soon 
form, anil from tho edge of this n bud will 
usually bo found in a few weeks. 


This is simply an example of the wol 


known fact thnt buds may be formed from 
any part of a plant body, especially on th< 
stems and roots of hard wood plants. Thoj 
nro more apt to occur near callosities, tin 
result of injuries, or near tho axis of I 
leaf, where food Is naturally mo?t ubun 
dunt. It will usnnlly bo most satisfactory 
to score the India rubber plant above i 
leaf scar, and a largo proportion of the outs 
•u ill prove effective. Tho now buds progress 
most rapidly on tho part of the stem best 
lighted, and tho growths are made as rap 
idly under ordinary house culture us in a 
(,'rconhoupo. 


When it is desired to shorten a rubber 


plant, that portion of the stem where the 
roots are desired must be wrapped about 
with spagnum. By keeping the spagnum 
moist, roots nro soon emitted, and the up 
per shoot of tho plant may bo taken ofl 
and planted. Rubber plants are also prop 
iigutcd in the greenhouse by using single 
leaves with a portion of the stem, plung- 
ing them ID sand and keeping at a high 
temperature. A score kept dry will in- 
miro n bud, but If wrapped in a moist 
medium will produce roois. An easy way 
to shorten rubber plants In summer is to 
bunk tho earth up tho stems and use tho 
now roots formed instead of tho old ones. 
— New York Post.

"That onnhulf tho world never knows 


how thi other half lives is quite an old 
ndugo," said an out of town man at one of 
tho hotels tho other evening, "but this 
should not be the ease with ono half of 
Washington. Tho other half 
Hvos on 


lunches. I never saw a city in my life 
where there were half as many lunch- 
rooms to the square foot of territory. How 
they exist and prosper is to mo ono of the 
mysteries of this great city. 


"Why, talio any part of the business sec- 


tion of 'the city, und you cnn't east u stono 
without breaking a show window of a 
lunchroom. Away out Seventh street, at 
the veiy terminus of the car lino, there 
are soxoral all night lunchrooms, and I 
have always noticed that they were doing 
a good business at nil hours of the day and 
night. 


"The (Irst thing that attracted my at- 


tention when I paid my initial visit to a 
Washington lunchroom WHS tho signs 
upon Hie wall. 
Ono read, 'Small steak 


and trimmings, 25 cents," and was all 
Greek TO me. I did not care to display my 
ignorance and held off many days from 
giving that ordor until that sign used to 
haunt mo in my sleep. Finally I screwed 
up my coxirugc und asked the waiter for a 
'small steak, with trimmings.1 Ho did 
not store at mo, us I thought he should, 
and finally sndetl my suspense by bringing 
mo steak, potatoes, coffee and bread and 
butter. I naked him about tho 'trim- 
mings ' und ho said that they were before 
me. Tho potatoes, brood, butter and coffee 
were t.ho 'trimmings. ' This wus my first 
experience,. but now I can call off the bill 
of fare of most lunchrooms by heart, from 
the mug of creum at 15 cents u mug to 
the Maryland biscuit, unbuttercd, ut u 
cent each. 
"Then there is cnoh a chance for study- 


ing mon in the way they treut thoir stom- 
achs. 
A friend was in a lunch room with 


me at noon one duy and pointed out sev- 
eral prominent men in the crowd who 
wore outing ull sorts of dishes in all mari- 
ner of wuys. 
" 'You see that man over there making 


an entry in that little notebook? Well, ho 
could buy this whole block and not miss 
tho money. He is a regular patron of this 
pluoo, and outs u Maryland biscuit unbut- 
tored and drinks a cup of coffee at noon 
every day. lie always makes un entry of 
his purcliiiso in that little notebook, and I 
dare wiy there Is not a clerk in his employ 
who docs not give his digestive organs 
more chance for u display of their powers. 
That other man over there setting them 
up to a crowd, he's got lots of money, too, 
but hn not only treats his stomach to the 
best tho lunchroom affords, but he always 
bus a crowd eating with him. You would 
think that if he were so generous ho would 
go to u higher priced place, but the good, 
clean pastry, the fresh milk and -Rio ex- 
cellent drip coffee to bo found in this place 
cannot bo excelled at any hotel or restuu- 
runt in Washington.' 


"And BO he described to mo various pn- 


tronn of tho room and their character as 
developed in such u place. 
The room in 


question was in tho heart of tho business 
district,, and bus the patronage of many 
business men, brokers und department 
employees. 
"This room is interesting, but cannot 


compare with another place down near 
what is known here as 'Newspaper row,' 
I believe. The time to visit the place in 
question is along between midnight and 2 
o'olonk in tho morning. 
You will find 


congregated there tho most heterogeneous 
assembly that it was over your good for- 
tune to mingle with.

German ContuilHNlonera Compare, to tho 


Favor of America. 


Americans aro proud of tho convenience, 


speed und cheap rates of their railroads, 
and they have reason to be. This is ad- 
mitted in the report on our system of 
traveling made by the German imperial 
commissioners, who have looked over 
our railroads. Insular and continental 
Europe alike use tho compartment cars, 
and to this stagecoach system is duo a 
largo pnrt of tho inconvenience and even 
danger of European travel. 


If tlio European truins made American 


time, the carriages would rock and roll 
like a ship in u heavy sea. As it is, they 
are not nearly so easy and even riding as 
tho American truins. 


Sleeping cur rates in tho United States 


ut SI.50 and $2 arc considered high b'y 
some people here, but in Bui-ope u single 
bed, with fewer conveniences, costs 8!i. 15. 


Tho European baggjigo system is simcly 


infernal. 
There is no through cheeking,

It 
in simply tho transferring of labor from 
medical to surgical hands. 


One of tho great advances In the lino of 


ninoliorating tho condition of ,the human 
nice is the discovery and general employ- 
ment of antiseptics. One of tho most em- 
inent surgeons in the oity of New York, 
or, indeed, in the world, is authority for 
saying that surgery of tho Internal organs 
of tho body is attended with so little risk 
vhcn aseptic methods are employed that 
it is a matter scarcely worth worrying 
nliout. This is a method of curing dis- 
eases that have heretofore been treated al- 
most entirely by medicines. 


Of course exceedingly powerful remedies 


were required, and as there are but a cer- 
tain number of medical agents in the 
pharmacopeia, it is not easy to see how 
more could be discovered. But the micro- 
scope, tho electric battery and the germ 
destroyer have been doing a groat work, 
and millions of suffering human beings 
have had occasion to bless the skill, genius 
and patient researches of those ,who have 
given long years of Intelligent labor to 
thi) study of bacteriology and the best 
methods to render surgery safe and poin- 
ts. If one were to ask what is the most 
wonderful work of the century, it could 
unhesitatingly be answered: The triumphs 
of aseptic ourgory.—New York Ledger.

PEARL DIVERS OF CEYLON. 


Marco Polo Tells of Charmers Who Keep 


Away Sharks. 


When you leave the Island of Seilan nnd 


sail westward about 60 miles, you come to 
the grout province of Maabar, which is 
styled India tho Greater. It is the best of 
all tho Indies and is on the mainland. 


In this province there are five kings, 


who nre own brothers. The province is 
the finest and noblest in the world. 


At this end of the province reigns one of 


those five royal brothers, who is a crowned 
king, and his name is Sender Band! Davur. 
In this kingdom they find fine and great 
pearls, and I will tell how they are got. 


Tho sea here forms a gulf between the 


Island of Seilan and the mainland, and 
all round this gulf tho water has a depth 
of no more than 10 or 13 fathoms and in 
some places no more than two fathoms. 
The pearl fishers take their vessels, great 
and Hiuall, and proceed into this gulf, 
whcro they stop from the beginning of 
April till the middle'of May. They go 
first to a place'called Bcttelar and then go 
00 miles into th« gulf. Here they cast an- 
chor and shift from thoir large vessels into 
small boats. The merchants divide into 
various companies, and each of these must 
engage a number of men on wages, hiring 
them for April and half of May.

the produce they have first to pay the king, 
as hit, royalty, the tenth pnrt, nnd they 
must also pay those men who charm the 
great fishes, to prevent them from injur- 
ing the divers while engaged In seeking 
poarle under water, one-twentieth part of 
all thut they may take. 


1'hcse fish charmers nre termed nbrnin- 


man, and their charm holds good for that 
day only, for at night they dissolve the 
charms so that the fishes can work mis- 
chief lit their will. These nbraiaman know 
also how to charm beasts and birds and 
every living thing. When the men have 
got into the small boats, they jump into 
the water and dive to the bottom, which 
may be at a depth of from 4 to 13 fathoms, 
nnd tl-rro they remain as long as they are 
able, and there they find the shells that 
contain the pearls, and these they put into 
a net bag tied round the waist and mount 
up to the surface with them and them 
divuanew. 
When they can't hold their 


breath any longer, they come up again, 
and after a little down they go once more, 
and so they go on all day. These shells 
are in shape like oysters or sea hoods, and 
In these shells are found pearls, great and 
small, of every kind, sticking in tho flesh 
of the shellfish. 


In this manner pearls are fished in great 


quantities, for thence, in fact, come the 
pearls which ure spread all over the world. 
And the king of that state hath a very 
;rcat receipt and treasure from his dues 
jpon those pearls.—"The True Story of 
Marco Polo," by Noah -Brooks, in St.

Ho lay extended 
OD tho bricks of hid colL 
His eyes were 


already dimmed by death. One hand hold 
a skull, whlio the otlior pressed to I)If 
J» urt a crucifix of wood and copper. On 
tlin background of the canvas another pic 
tine was painted. It was supposed to be 
hanging on the wall of the cell over tho 
narrow cot from which the young monk

The second picture depicted a young

Velwiquoz lias not so much feeling 


as this show s. Neither is it a work of Zu- 
bunin's, it I judge rightly tho coloring 
and the rujmior of treating tbo subject. 
Still less cijn it bo attributed to Murillo or 
Kihera.
